The reply filed on 20 December 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): At the outset it should be noted that the 
amendment to claims 16 and 18-25 and newly submitted claims 38-65 and 78-85 amount to a 
shift in invention such that a serious search burden would be presented to the examiner to 
continue to examine these claims with the previously examined product claims, claims 10-15 and 
new claims 37 and 66-69. These method claims were previously drawn to a method for detecting 
expression of a fusion protein using the product of claim 10 by transferring a gene and detecting 
expression of said gene. Currently, these claims read on a method for detecting a recombinant 
seven transmembrane G-protein associated receptor comprising introducing a nucleic acid 
encoding such a receptor and detecting cellular expression of such a receptor. This invention 
included full-length receptors and truncated receptors and is not an assay for the fusion proteins 
of claim 1 0 as such this amounts to an impermissible shift in invention. See 37 CFR 1.111.
